Officer Shelley enjoys a memorable retirement bash

WILMINGTON - The Casa di 
Fior on West Street was the 
place to be in Wilmington on 
the night of Friday, January 18, 
for it was there that hundreds 
of residents, town officials, 
family members and friends 
to celebrate the 
retirement of the most popular 
man in town.

Ceremonies. Town Manager 
Caira kiddingly charted for the 
audience.Shelley’s “meteoric 
rise” in the ranks of the local 
police department and satirized 
the beloved officer’s family 
journey to Wilmington and his 
childhood i . (Officer 
Shelley instinctively knew 
where he could be most effec- 
tive in Wilmington, so he elect- 
ed to remain a patrolman 
through the duration of his 
career, hence Caira’s tongue-in- 
cheek reference to his “mete- 
oric” career trajectory.) From 
there, Caira introduced a 
parade of speakers who offered 
their own good-natured roasts, 
waxed eloquently about their 
dear friend and presented him 
with gifts. 


Among them was 
Representative James Miceli, 
whe, after referring to the diffi- 
culties and uncertainties that 
have characterized American 
life since September 11, 
declared that “it is the Bobby 
Shelleys of America who help 
make this country strong and 
make freedom _ possible.”

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Dual efforts to protect 
water quality

WILMINGTON - The quality 
of the community's drinking 
water was the hot topic that 
flowed through discussions at 
the Conservation Commission 
meeting that was held on 
Wednesday, January 16 
Specifically, updates were 
given on both the 
Comprehensive Water 
Resources Management Plan 
(CWRMP) and a Wetlands 
Protection By-Law that town 
officials and residents have 
been developing together. 

After reaching an agreement 
to complete such plans, the

Inc. to assist in the creation of 
a CWRMP that it hopes will 
optimize the management of 
Wilmington’s water supply, 
from its drinking quality to its 
disposal of waste to its 
stormwater runoff.

Currently, $500,000, which was 
appropriated by residents at 
the Annual Town Meeting, has 
been budgeted for the endeavor.

JOINT OWNERSHIP 

Joint ownership supersedes a will; 
the joint tenant with rights of sur- 
vivorship gets the property, no matter 
what. Which is why such ownership 
is usually limited to married couples. 
There also can be problems if one heir 
gets the jointly held property directly, 
and the other heirs are stuck with the 
estate tax bill 

If the point of joint ownership is to 
allow someone else to manage the 
property in case the original owner is 
incapacitated, a durable power of 
attorney is a wiser choice. 

Another issue is joint tenancy by 
the entirety; in many states this is 
upderstood to mean that a married 
cGuple owns property as a unit, rather 
than as individuals. But there's a 
tricky loophole if one spouse owns 
back taxes; an Appeals Court has said 
the IRS could not place a lien on such 
pfoperty unless both spouses we 
lipble for taxes. The IRS, concerned 
tifat this tax scheme will proliferate, 
has appealed to the Supreme Court.

For many years, Wilmington 
eighth graders have made a spring 
class trip to Washington, D.C. The 
trip has been widely praised by 
parents and teachers as an educa- 
tional and fun opportunity for the 
students to get a first hand look at 
their nation’s government and visit 
historic sites. 

Last year concerns were raised 
about safety and liability issues 
and thetrip was initially cancelled. 
But thanks to teachers and parents 
working together to address those 
concerns the trip went on as 
planned. Once again it was a won- 
derful experience for the eighth 
graders and went off without a 
hitch. 

« After the events of September 
14 many things have changed. An 
immediate and direct effect on this 
year’s eighth graders was the can- 
Gellation of a fall day trip to New 
York City. The students instead 
visited Sturbridge Village and there 
was no disputing it was the pru- 
dent thing to do coming so soon 
after the attack on New York.

When students asked during an 
assembly why the trip was can- 
celed, Principal Kathleen Conway 
toldthem that she did not know the 
reason, she was just the 
superintendent's messenger. Par- 
ents who phoned Dr. O’Donnell’s 
office were simply told via returned 
messages that the cancellation was 
due to issues of “safety and liabil- 
ity.” 

While no one from the School 
Department has mentioned fears 
from Sept. 11 as a reason for can- 
celing the Gettysburg trip, the stu- 
dents themselves raised the issue 
during the assembly. One student 
pointed out that President Bush 


told Americans that if they did not 
go on with life after Sept. 11, they 
would be “letting the terrorists 
win.” In fact, just last week the 
White House announced it will soon 
reopen to tours for student groups. 
It appears unlikely that such 
fears could be Dr. O’Donnell’s rea- 
son for canceling the eighth grade 
trip to Gettysburg. This month 
alone she approved three over- 
night trips by student groups, in- 
cluding an overnight trip by the 
high school cheerleaders to New 
York City for a national competi- 
tion at Madison Square Garden. 
If the issues of “safety and li- 
ability” cited by Dr. O’Donnell are 
«not related to Sept. 11, then what 
are they? Similar concerns raised 
last year were satisfac- 
torily by all parties ‘involved and 
the trip ws d rousing success. 
What else has changed since 
last year that necessitates taking 
an opportunity away from these 
children? Before it is too late to 
reverse Dr. O’Donnell’s decision, 
the eighth graders and their par- 
ents deserve nothing less than a 
full, prompt explanation. Perhaps 
there is no adequate explanation 
and thetripshould goon as planned.

Dear Editor: 

I would like to respond to my 
quotes that appeared in last week's 
Wilmington Advocate in response 
to pedestrian traffic.

General Cinema/Showcase 

Movie Tickets 

‘The expenditure for the General 
Cinema tickets exagtly mirrors the 
explanation for the Showcase Cin- 
ema tickets, 

The Showcase Cinema; Check 
No. 1452252 in the amount of $300 
was paid on November 27, 2000, to 
Showcase Cinemas for a book of 50 
tickets as thank-you to RMLD em- 
ployees for volunteering and helping 
put together annual Halloween Party 
that entertains 650-800 children and 
their parents. The volunteers were 
given two tickets each. The Hallow- 
een party is a popular event for 
customers and their children, How- 
ever, it takes a great deal of volunteer 
work to get the RMLD decorated 
then returned to normal. 

These tickets were purchased to 
cover theaters that were nearer to 
some employees’ homes than those 
of Showcase Cinema. Our current 
Community Services Manager con- 
firms that we had 50 volunteers 
helping and that all received the tick- 
ets. The General Manager did not 
receive any tickets nor did he volun- 
teer assistance. 

The expenditure for the General 
Cinema tickets exactly mirrors the 
explanation for the Showcase Cin- 
ema tickets, 

Lynnfield Deli, 

* Lynnfield Met and Deli: These 
were two different expenditures and 
the business purpose is clearly noted 
on the invoices (see enclosures three 
and four). The $803.35 was for a 
“Clean-up Day’ luncheon. Once per 
year, the RMLD directs employees 
to devote the day tocleaning out their 
cubicles, offices and files so we don't 
drown in our own paperwork. The 
employees can come dressed very 
casually on that day. We provide 
lunch for them and the monies were 
used to pay for the caterers. 

The second expenditure was for 
$173. The business purpose was also 
noted as NEPPA Training. NEPPA 
is the Northeast Public Power Asso- 
ciation and is used to provide alot of 
routine safety, customer service and 
electricity training. The General 
Manager's credit card is frequently 
used for these purposes.

The RMLD Petty Cash Log pro- 
vides all the details, who requested 
the money, how much was requested 
and why. The largest amount, $300 
was a petty cash travel advance for 
the General Manger, which is then 
accounted for on the appropriate ex- 
pense account. 

Capriccio’s 

Our credit card records for that 
period clearly show who attended the 
dinner. The notation is for 14 people: 
RMLD, CAB, Karen Cotte of RW

sioners Hughes, Pacino and Burditt 
were registered for the conference. 
All five CAB members were regis- 
tered for the conference.

The Board of Commissioners has

Since the 
members are unpaid and usually work 
full time, they must take a vacation 
time to attend, the Board felt the least 
we could do is invite their spouses 
(and children, if applicable).

‘These gift certificates were pur- 
chased by our Manager of Projects to 
say thank you to our three major 
contractors who successfully de- 
signed, constructed and tested our 
new major $10.5 million dollar sub- 
station. The project came in under 
budget and very nearly on schedule. 
Without the success of the project, 
our customers very likely faced black- 
outs since we lacked sufficient 
transformer capacity to meet the an- 
ticipated summer electric load. 

Hyatt Hotel Dinner 

This dinner was for a legitimate 
business purpose - the formation and 
future planning of Energy New En- 
gland, LLC Accounting decided to 
post it to our operating accounts.

STONEHAM 
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Reading Registry is in holding pattern

READING - The Registry of Motor Vehicles was sup- 
see to close its Reading office, conveniently located on 
Street sre Se ome 138, around this time last year. 
But, a year later, it’s there. 
The Registry in Reading is used by many motorists from 


“We're kind of in a holding pattern,” Dave Shaw, a Regis- 
try spokesman said recently. The Registry has a month-to- 
month lease for the Reading site as the landlord and an- 
other party argue in court. 

“The Registry is not a party” to the dispute, Shaw said. 

In addition to Reading, the office serves a host of area 
communities including Woburn, Winchester, Wilmington, 
Wakefield, North Reading, Burlington and others. 

Accol to Shaw, the Registry’s official position is that 
“we want to stay there in Reading.” 

That may be the case, but with a month-to-month lease 
and no alternative location on the horizon, it appears the 
Registry is ready to decamp and close that office at any 
time. Officials said there was a chance the office would be 
closed and employees transferred to other Registry facilities 
such as the one in Malden. (This recently happened with the 
Registry facility in the Danvers Mall in Danvers.) 

But, as Registry officials said this week, “It’s a case of 
being in a holding pattern.” 

This time last year, Registrar Daniel Grabauskas told the 
Daily Times Chronicle the moving date “would probably be 
at the end of February 2001.” (Grabauskas is leaving his 
post at the Registry next week after declaring on Wednes- 
day that he is a Republican candidate for state treasurer.) 

About 18 months ago, as the Registry’s lease on space in 
the building, sometimes referred to as the “REI building,” 
was getting set to expire, and the state Division of Capital 
Asset Management (DCAM) sought new space through a re- 
quest for proposals (RFP). : 

The proposal request was for “approximately 8,300 square 
feet of Office/Customer Service space in Reading, North 
Reading, Burlington, Wilmington or Woburn for a five year 
period. 

Two proposals were submitted, state officials said, both 
for space in Woburn. One was for 8,700 square feet in the 
Woburn Mall at 300 Mishawum Road, submitted by Urban 
Retail Properties, with offices in Boston; and the other was 
for 8,300 square feet in East Woburn at One Merrill Street, 
submitted by Cummings Properties, not far from the old 
East Woburn Registry (an area to the rear of Polcari’s). 

A spokesperson for the Division of Capital Asset Man- 
agement reported at the time that the two proposals were 
both being studied with respect to their meeting the needs of 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles. The Reading office is one of 
the busiest in the state and serves a wide area. However, 
both proposals were rejected. 

At the time, Grabauskas said, “We would have loved to 
stay in Reading, but the reality is we're being evicted.” 

“We are excited about the possibility of returning to 
Woburn,” he added, noting its central location to communi- 
ties served. 

The object, said Grabauskas, is to have the property own- 
ers needs and our needs meet. “Cost will be a major consid- 
eration,” he said. 

Also at one point, the state was looking seriously at a 
soon-to-be-built structure in North Reading at the Wal-Mart

All of the Inspector General's al- 
legations are now being formally 
investigated by an appointed task force 
comprised of two members of our 
Board of Light Commissioners, two 
members from the Reading Board of 
Selectmen, two members from the 
Reading Finance Committee, as well 
as a member of the RMLD Citizens’ 
Advisory Board. This group ischarged 
with not only reviewing all of the 
allegations, but also recommending, 
tf appropriate, modifications to our 
existing expense reimbursement poli- 
cies and procedures, We 
committed to full cooperation with 
the task force as they review and ana- 
lyze all pertinent information. Should 
the task forceidentity any inappropri- 
ite reimbursements, the responsible 
parties within RMLD will be asked to 

repay the monies immediately. 

The Board of Light Commission- 
ers has also requested that I provide 
documentation to address each of the 
allegations contained in the Inspector 
General's report. The deadline for 
submitting this information to the 
Commissioners is January 28. I have 
already begun gathering this informa- 
tion, and plan to have it to them prior 
to the deadline, As you can imagine, | 
am eager to resolve these issues as 
quickly as possible to the satisfaction 
of our Commissioners, Citizens’ Ad- 
visory Committee, customers, service 
territories and employces. 

I mustacknowledge, however, that 
I believe some of the allegations of 
misconduct do not take into adequate 
consideration the context in which the 
actions were taken. | therefore con- 

idgr it appropriate toexplain in as 
mith “dail pa 3 these 
activities positively impact RMLD's 
operations and our customers.

RMLD responds to Inspector General's allegati 


The Inspector General issued a 
report onthe Reading Municipal Light 
Department. Specifically, it focused 
on ‘credit card and certain other spend- 
ing practices. 

A separate professional auditor 
hired by either the town of Reading or 
the RMLD Board of Commissioners 
will review their report. The RMLDis 
compiling all the needed documenta- 
tion to allow this process to move 
forward. This data will be provided to 
the RMLD Commission by the Janu- 
ary 28, 2002 date requested. 

Completely independent from that 
effort, this interim document is asum- 
mary level rebuttal of a number of 
findings. It has been prepared at the 
request of the Chairman of the RMLD 
Board of Commissioners. 

While this report is preliminary 
and not comprehensive, | believe it 
covers the bulk of the items refer- 
enced in the Inspector Generals 
Report. We are continuing to work on 
the comprehensive report already re- 
quested by the Commission. 

Unfettered use of Credit Cards 

The IG says we have permitted 
‘unfettered’ use of RMLD issued 
credit cards. This is not true. The 
RMLD created its first written policy 
controlling credit card use on March 
14, 1990. This original policy was 
created with direct input from Read- 
ing town officials (town manager, 
town treasurer‘and town accountant). 
The policy has been revised five times 
since. 

Per Diem Policy 

The IG says the RMLD does not 
have a per diem rate policy capping 
the amounts permissible for business 
purposes. This is not true. RMLD 
Policy 5 created a tixed per diem 
structure on September 15, 1990. Per 
Diem was originally capped at $30. In 
2001, it is $40. Per Diem can be ad- 
justed if justified when compared to 
Department of Defense data 
(www.dtic.mil). 

Commission Review of Em- 
ployee Travel 

The IG says their report reveals 
the need for a review of the frequency 
of employee travel by the Board of 
Commissioners. The Commission, 
with input from the four towns Citi- 
zens Advisory Board, approves the 
annual operating budget. Since 1998, 
we budget an average of $236,946 
annually for employee education and 
travel expenses. We spend an average 
of $168,060 of the budgeted amount. 
All travel by the Commission and 
General Manager is discussed at pub- 
lic meeting. 

General Manger Out of State 
Travel 

‘The IG states that the General Man- 
ager is out of state for extended days 
at least once a month almost every 
month, While | have engaged in ex- 
tensive business travel, such travel 
was with the approval and encourage- 
ment of the Commission and was and 
is designed to implement the 
Commission's policy to run the 
RMLD in a business like manner.

With permission of the Commission, 
I have long had a public and active 
involvement in the issues of our in- 
dustry. | have served on the NEPPA 
(Northeast Public Power Association) 
Board of Directors, inevery one ofthe 
officer positions (including President 
for two years) and still serve on the 
Executive Committee of the Board, I 
have also served on the Annual Con- 
ference Committee andthe Legislative 
Committee. These positions take time 
out of the office and, occasionally, 
time while in the office. Since NEPPA 
serves six states and represents all of 
municipally owned utilities, its meet- 
ings are routinely moved throughout 
New England. The entire 21 member 
Board sets the location and timing of 
themeetings. These roles require about 
six meetings per year. 

Again with permission of the Com- 
mission, currently serve onthe Board 
of Directors for the American Public 
Power Association (APPA). | have 
twice served on the Executive Com- 
mittee, These roles require three to six 
tripsayear. Additionally, I have served 
as the Chairman of a national task 
force and currently serve as amember 
on a new task force. This association 
represents 2000 municipally owned 
electric utilities throughout the na- 
tion. It concentrates on federal 
legislation and processes (all utilities 
must argue transmission and other 
subjects before federal agencies). It 
also concentrates on management and 
strategic training. The location and 
frequency of seminars and meetings 
are set years in advance. 

With approval and encouragement 
of the Commission, | also serve on the 
Board of Public Power, Incorporated. 
This Board represents APPA's equity 
interest in an enterprise created in 
response to deregulation. The enter- 
prise is called Hometown 
Connections, LLC. Typically, this 
board coordinates its meeting with 
the APPA Board so it usually doesn't 
require extra travel but does extend 
the length of the trip since it meets 
before the APPA Board does. 

Finally, by specific Commission 
vote and anumber of public meetings, 
I serve as one of seven boards mem- 
bers for Energy New England, LLC. 
‘This entity was created by town of 
Braintree, the city of Taunton, the 
Connecticut Municipal Electric En- 
ergy Cooperative and the RMLD i 
response to deregulation in Massa- 
chusetts. During its formative years, 
this effort took a great deal of time. 

Now, we meet just once per quarter, 
in Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island. 

In addition to these formal posi- 
tions, I also have served on a number 
of MMWEC (Massachusetts Munici- 
pal Wholesale Electric Company) task 
forces since we are their largest power 
project participants and a significant 
portion of our wholesale power sup- 
ply comes through this state agency. 
The meetings generally occur in 
middle or western Massachusetts and 
usually consume an entire day with 
travel included. 

Finally, | am out of the office for 
otherreasons. I, along with three other 
General Managers, served as the main 
‘public lobbyists’ for deregulation in 
1997. As a result of this experience 
(California and Massachusetts were 
the first states to try the deregulation 
experiment) and my public speaking 
ability, | have been asked to serve as 
a conference speaker in many loca- 
tions within the United States. Each 
of these engagements has been first 
discussed with the Commission be- 
fore agreed to. In many cases, the 
requesting organization has paid for 
the trip directly or reimbursed the 
RMLD afterward. This activity isnow 
at its end since deregulation is falling 
out of favor given the current ENRON 
meltdown and last year's press cover- 
age of the extensive power outages 
and bankruptcies of major utilities in 
California. 


Over the course of time, the Com- 
mission and I have discussed the 
impact on RMLD operations and the 
demands on my energy and skills. 
The Board has deferred to my judg- 
ment-as to-whether | can do all of this 
and run the utility effectively. | no 
longer routinely attend NEPPA meet- 
ings. APPA involvement ends intwo 
years (I am in the first year of my 
second three year term - two terms is 
the maximum anyone can serve), The 
PPI Board meetings held outside of a 
routine APPA Board meeting are now 
usually by conference call. Energy 
New England is now an ongoing cor- 
poration and requires fewer meetings 
thattake less time. The role as a public 
speaker is substantially over since de- 
regulation seems to now be on hold 
throughout the nation. We have es- 
sentially decided not to return to 
MMWEC as member and thus I will 
usually rely exclusively on a consult- 
ant to attend meetings. 

All of these activities are without 
additional compensation other than 
my RMLD salary, Being an effective 
Board member and speaker takes alot 
of preparation before the events I at- 
tend, I frequently work at nightand on 
weekends to read the material, make 
notes and prepare my presentations, | 
oversee the RMLD operation no mat- 
ter what my location is by checking 
e-mail, voice mail and making phone 
calls, | doit because I take the obliga- 
tions seriously. 

Denial of Access by Town Ac: 
countant . 

The IG says, ‘the town accountant 
stated that he has been denied access 
to full disclosure of receipts, credit 
card slips and other documents justi- 
fying credit card purchases.’ To the 
best of our knowledge, this is not true. 
Our Accounting Department has al- 
ways responded to any request for 
backup data from the town accoun- 
tant. 

Denial of Access by the Town 
Manager 

The IG says the town manager has 
questioned RMLD expenditures inthe 
past. However, it says, ‘the town man- 
ager has been waiting months for an 
explanation of the expenditures from 
the General Manager.’ This is not 
true, With one sole exception (which 
was a legal settlement document con- 
taining strict confidentiality 
provisions) in 15 years, both the Gen- 
eral Manager and the Accounting 
Department respond promptly {o any 
request for information on RMLD 
expenditures from the Town Man- 
ager, any RMLD Commissioner or 
any town official. 

Las Vegas, Nevada 

The IG says this conference did 
not exist as an APPA conference. 
That is correct. It was an ITRON 
Users Conference, which was clearly 
noted on the expense report. There 
was a notation on the credit card re- 
port indicating APPA but it was a 
mistake. All the other paperwork as- 
sociated with this expenditure was 
clearly marked as ITRON (a manu- 
facturer of meter reading hardware 
and software). As with other RMLD 
travel, this trip was made for a legiti- 
mate business purpose, 

The IG and others make a substan- 
tial issue about the first night's hotel 
accommodations by the Assistant 
General Manager (AGM) and the 
overall cost of the trip. 

This was a sound business deci- 
sion. The RMLD has one of the first 
fully automated meter reading sys- 
tems in the nation, The three 
employees attended this conference 
to specifically evaluate a software 
upgrade. The AGM was asked to go 
on this trip at the last minute in order 
toensure we were on schedule to save 
$40,000 if we could make this pur- 
chase very quickly. Since the 
Commission mects on two week 
cycles and this item must be bid (which 
takes several weeks) after the confer- 
ence or we would spend more money 


later for the same product. 
The sudden decision to 
the trip was very difficult 4 


to find an available room, 
they succeeded by getting o1 
only available rooms in 
(apparently, there was a nuq 
major conferences and 
tivities in town already).

eral stages before its comple- 
tion,” Jon M, Beekman, the 
Director of Municipal Services 
for SEA Consultants, Inc., told 
the commission.

Kawatra says that all employ- 
ees will be offered the opportu- 
nity to relocate to one of the 
company's many other loca- 
tions, the closest of which is in 
New Jersey. At the same time, 
though, benefits for employees 
will not extend beyond March 4. 

“The closing of this facility is 
not a reflection of the people or 
town of Wilmington,” says 
Kawatra. “We have been very 
pleased with our employees 
and with doing business in 
Wilmington.” 

According to Kawatta, Merck 
& Co. did not attempt to find 
another local facility, nor did it 
ask the town for help in finding 


a better base for operations in 
Wilmington. Kawatra explains 
that the company's ever-grow- 
ing business needs will be best 
met by dividing up its 
Wilmington operations 
amongst its other facilities. 

Slow sales were not a reason 
for the Wilmington location 
closing, for Merck-Medco and 
its parent company Merck & 
Co. both experienced substan- 
tial growth last year. 
According to the company’s 
website at www.Merck.com, for 
the fourth quarter of 2001, earn- 
ings per share were $0.81, an 
increase of 8% over the fourth 
quarter of 2000. Sales grew 10% 
in the fourth quarter of 2001 to 
$12.6 billion. The company’s 
overall sales growth benefited 
from the Merck-Medco busi- 
ness, which increased 15% and 
31% for the quarter and year, 
respectively. In fact, the vol- 
ume of prescriptions managed 
by Merck-Medco increased by 
19%.

trans-shipping on the narrow 
gauge instead of sending their 
cars into Boston. 

He succeeded in raising 
$20,000 for his venture, and 
started laying out a roadbed. 
That roadbed became known as 
the Narrow Gauge. He figured 
that by having a narrow gauge 
(track width), the railroads 
could not bypass his freight sta- 
tions and simply run their cars 
over his tracks. 

Many people were enthusias- 
tic about the railroad. They 
thought it would bring prosper- 
ity to Wilmington. Lemuel Cobb 
Eames, a selectman, was one 
of those who spoke and wrote 
about the railroad enthusiasti- 
cally, 

The project, of course, was 
utter foolishness. Only a little 
thought is sufficient to show 
this. For instance, the narrow 
gauge meant that the freight 
had to be handled twice for a 
three-mile haul. 

Parker's idea was that he could 
scare the railroads into buying 
him out, but that is just conjec- 


ture. Anyway, the railroads did 
not buy. 

During the construction, 
Parker had a bridge built near 
Main Street. It was on high 
ground where no brook or 
stream can run. There was no 
need for a road, and anyway, 
the bridge was too low for 
vehicular traffic. The bridge, to 


which was the formulation of a 
Citizen's Advisory Committee. 
The other tasks include devel- 
oping a Public Participation 
Program; identifying existing 
and future conditions of the 
town's water supply sources; 
using available technology to 
develop strategies for waste- 
water treatment; and, finally, 
developing a plan that uses all 
researched information. 

The plan is being developed in 
conjunction with state agencies 
and regulatory authorities, 
‘After months. of discussions 
with various state departments, 
the scope of the plan was 
approved by the Secretary of 
the Office of Environmental 
Affairs. 

Wilmington is within the 
Ipswich River's watershed 
area, which means that much 
of the town’s water runoff from 
storms and other sources cur- 
rently drains into the Ipswich 
River. Wilmington also 
depends on the river for its 
water. It is hoped that the final 
plan will help the town meet its 
water needs and mitigate its 
impact on the Ipswich River 
and its related resources. 

The water resources manage- 
ment planning period will 
extend through the year 2021. 
The town will be divided into 
“study areas” to further assess 
specific resource issues. The 
Ipswich River will be evaluated 
as a source of the town’s water, 
and so too will such alternate 
sources as the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Association 
and locations in Andover be

ready fo 


contemplated. 

The town’s stormwater 
drainage system, septic system 
regulations, and wastewater 
facilities will be reviewed. 
Management alternatives to 
those systems will be investi- 
gated and also included in the 
plan. Soils and topography of 
the town will be documented 
and water quality analysis will 
be performed as part of the 
plan. 


“The finalized Plan will be 
submitted to the state for 
approval, and the town will use 
it to go forward with its vision,” 
said Mr. Beekman. 

The Wetlands Protection By- 
Law developed by the 
Conservation Commission com- 
plements the plan by protecting 
the wetlands, rivers, water 
resources and adjoining prop- 
erties in town. Although the 
commission voted not to pres- 
ent its By-Law at Town 
Meeting, it did vote to continue 
researching and developing the 
concept. 

The By-Law, in general, pro- 
tects the town’s water supply 
by regulating activities in 

“freshwater wetlands, marshes, 
wet meadows, bogs, swamps, 
vernal pools, banks reservoirs, 
lakes ponds, rivers, streams 
lands under water bodies, lands 
subject to flooding or inunda- 
tion by groundwater or surface 
water” and lands abutting 
those regions. The water in 
some or all of these resources 
will impact the Ipswich River 
watershed area, and ultimately, 
Wilmington’s water supply.

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After twenty years, Megan Donnelly gets her due!

She is the best female athlete 
ever to come out of Wilmington. 
Yet, Megan Donnc'!ly really hasn't 
been recognized until this past 
week. 

On January 16th, thanks to the 
Wilmington Rotary Club, as well 
as Town Manager Michael Caira, 
Megan Donnelly Day was held at 
Focaccia’s Restaurant, Cairagave 
Donnelly a key to the town, but 
more importantly the 37-year-old 
was finally given the day she has 
deserved since leaving Wilming- 
ton High. She went on to become 
a four-time All-American Field 
Hockey player at UMass and a 
member of the 1988 Olympic team. 

“This is great to see old team- 
mates, old coaches and old teach- 
ers ... well not old, just experi- 
enced ones,” she said as the crowd 
laughed, “Before | got into Wilm- 
ington High, being a part of the 
field hockey program was some- 
thing every girl wanted.” 

Donnelly, a mid-fielder, helped 
put Wilmington Field Hockey on 
the map back in the late 70s and 
early 80s, She was a very good 
player on the terrific teams that 
former coach Jan Cassidy-Wood 
had. 

After her high school days, 
Donnelly has been recognized by 
the state and certainly this coun- 
try as one of the greatest field 
hockey players ever. 

On Wednesday, the Rotary Club 
honored her though she thought 
she was just going to be a guest 
speaker for their weekly luncheon. 
During the hour session, she spoke 
about all of the things that allowed 
her to develop: her family, her 
former coaches, her former teach- 
ers, her friends and her former 
teammates. 

She spoke often about how close 
knit those high school field hockey 
teams were and all they cared 
about was each other and not nec- 
essarily victories. She also spoke 
about very highly of the high school 
and what people like Jan Cassidy- 
Wood, Jan Urquhart, Eddie 
Harrison and Frank Kelley did for 
her. 


She carried on and talked about 
her playing days and coaching 
days. She spoke about the high 
school teams, her years at UMass- 
Amherst asa player andas coach, 
as well as her days on the U.S. 
Olympic and U.S. National teams. 
Caira then walked up to where she 
was standing for his very comical 
presentation. 

“Just for the record, I played 
JV baseball,” said Caira, 

Caira continued to give the the 
crowd several more laughs and 
then he presented her a key to the 
town. 


“Megan you have really made 
it,” said Caira. “This really wel- 
comes you back to Wilmington. In 
my 12 years here, I haven't given 
too many of these out. You are a 
remarkable individual and you 
have made Wilmington very, very 
proud.” 

Her days as a Wildcat 

Donnelly made the varsity team 
in 1978 and played until her senior 
year of 1982. She became the first 
WHS Field Hockey player to be 
selected as a Boston Globe All- 
Scholastic. 

It was her junior year that she 
remembers most. That year the 
team made it to the Eastern Mass 
final and lost to Weston, 2-0, with 
both goals coming in the last three 


seconds of the game 

Several of her teammates from 
that team were on hand Wednes- 
day including Kathy Schultz, 
Janelle Fitch, Sharon Zwicker, 
Karen Evans and Mary Beth 


Tierney. 

“We had a lot of fond memo- 
ries,” said Zwicker. “Knowing 
Megan I didn’t hesitate to come 
here. I definitely didn’t want to 
miss it. Wehad a lot of fond memo- 
ries, with her and the team. We 
were all so close.” 

Donnelly and Zwicker said be- 
fore the 1982 season had begun the 
team never anticipated going to 
the state semi-final game 

“I don't remember thinking of 
anything besides what was next,” 
said Donnelly. “That team was 
one of the greatest teams I'veever 
been associated with. We loved 
practice as much as we loved the 
games.” 

During that season, the field 
hockey coaches took the team to 
Boston University to watch the 
U.S. National team. That day had 
a major impact on Donnelly’s life. 

“lalways hada vaguedreamto 
compete in the Olympics, but that 
day the coaches provided us with 
a glimpse of what’s out there for 
us,” said Donnelly. “They were 
showing us that we had a future. 
When I got there all I thought 
about was being a part of that 
team, that’s all I wanted to do. I 

owethe coaches so much fi rshow- 
ing us that there was so: vething 
out there for all of us. 

“Something just really sparked 
that day. Something just clicked 
and J was oddly driven to lo any- 
thing I could to be on the (lympic 
team. Looking back on it, I was 
such a lunatic,” she said laughing 

Cassidy-Wood was the field 
hockey coach for more than 20 
years at WHS. She left aiter the 
1993 season. She had many tal- 
ented players over those years 
and many outstanding teams. 

“Megan wasn't really the best 
player I ever coached but she be- 
camethe best,” said Cassidy-Wood. 
“She was the one who had the 
desire to go further and she wanted 
tokeep improving and become the 
ultimate. That day we went to BU, 
she asked me on the way home, 
‘what do I need to do to be an 
Olympian’? I told her I’d do any- 
thing I could to help her get there. 

“She made it because of her 
brains,” Cassidy-Wood continued 
“She was a four-time All-Ameri- 
can field hockey player but she 
was also all-academic those four 
years. She is probably the smart- 
est player I've coached; But she 
had the dream and unfortunately 
people don't dream (realistically) 
enough today.” 

Donnelly has spoken very 
highly about Cassidy-Wood at ev- 
ery ceremony or Hall of Fame 
induction she’s been at. She said 
she doesn’t just do that because 
she has to be nice. 

“I've coached allover theplace 
between colleges and for US try- 
out and selects teams, all over the 
country,” said Donnelly. “I've re- 
cruited players from all over the 
country and I really don’t know if 
Wilmington understands what they 
had in Jan. She is really an ex- 
traordinary coach. She couldn't 
recruit and what amazed me ev- 
ery year she coached was how she 
assembled a bunch of girls, found 
their strengths and consistently 
molded them into a winning team 

“She instilled discipline in us,

Days after high school 

After leaving WHS. Donnelly 
went on to UMass-Amherst and 
became the only player in the 
school's history to be named a 
four-time Collegiate All-American. 
In 1986 she won the Broderick 
Award, which is the best field 
hockey player in the entire coun- 
try. Donnelly was also inducted 
into the UMass Hall of Fame in 
1999. It was during her playing 
career in 1983 when she was named 
totheNCAA All-Tournament team. 

During her senior year she was 
playing on both the UMass team 
andthe U.S. National team. That's 
when she was trying to find time 
to play on both squads and attend 
class. She was later named to the 
NCAA All-Decade team from 1981- 
1991. 

Two years later she was on the 
U.S. Olympic team during theSum- 
mer games in Seoul, Korea, At 
that time, 159 countries were rep- 
resented which was the most ever. 
There was also 100,000 security 
personnel which was the most ever 
at that time. Donnelly spoke about 
how her team was briefed on what 
the SWAT teams were wearing, 
where they would be and what to 
look for. 

As for the games thems: Ives, 
the U.S. team lost four gumes, 
three by one goal, and tie: an- 
other. Had they scored one :nore 
goal in any of the first four games, 
they would've played in the medal 
round. Despite having a separated 
shoulder, Donnelly made sure she 
was still on the field representing 
her country, 

“That was actually pretty self- 
ish of me,” she said. “But I didn’t 
want to get all the way there and 
not play. At that time you never 
know if you'll ever get a chance 
like that again. I didn’t want this 
chance to pass me by. 

“I remember when the injury 
happened. It was September 14. 
We were scrimmaging Australia 
and I dove for a ball and I got this 
horrible, horrible pain. I was told 
that's it youare all done. But there 
was no way Iwas going to quit. All 
Tcould do was take motrin and i¢é: 

-anything else would’ve shown up 

on the drug tests. 

“I remember I tried to run 
around on the track. I said to 
myself that if | could run around 
for thirty minutes that I would be 
able to play. Those thirty minutes 
were the longest thirty minutes of 
my entire life, It was left shoulder 
and everytime my left foot hit the 
track I had this awful pain from 
my left foot all the way to my left 
eye. I had to hold my arm in 
despite the shooting pain through 
my body. 

“After it was done, I said to 
myself OK that’s the worst that 
can happen. I really don't know 
how! lasted five [Olympic] games. 
I was taking corner shots, diving 
for balls - I don’t know what I was 
thinking.” 

‘The 1988 Summer Olympics was 
just the third time that field hockey 
was played. That year just 8teams 
qualified. The United States first 
took on the Netherlands team and 
lost 2-1. That followed with an- 
other 2-1 loss to Argentina. The 
team’s third game they tied Great 
Britain, 2-2. 

The Americans lost their fourth 
game against the Federal Repub- 
lie of (East) Germany, 2-1. 
Donnelly scored the lone goal of 
the game for the Americans, even 
though she was the team’s sweeper 
(last defensive player). In final 
game of the Olympics they lost to 
Argentina again, 3-1, as Donnelly 
again supplied the team with its 
only goal. 

“I made the team my junior 
year in college,” she remembers. 
“It was just such a thrill to com- 
pete. I remember playing against 
the English team in front of 45,000 
people and being on the front page 
of their newspaper the next day. 
Back here [in the States] no one 
even knows what field hockey is, 

“We qualified for the Olympics 
for the 1968 summer games. It was 
the biggest thrill of my life. 1 ‘Te-

Literacy Council. However, 
after legislators received 
numerous phone calls from 
concerned citizens, senators 
and representatives ultimate- 
ly voted to restore as much 
as $12.5 million in adult edu- 
cation funds to the budget. 


“While the state budget 
overall was to have been cut 
by three percent, the Adult 
Education Budget (Line Item 
7035-0002) would have been 
cut by 44 percent. The 
Commonwealth could have 
lost an additional $10.5 mil- 
lion in federal funding due to 
the ‘maintenance of effort’ 
clause because it would not 
have been able to support the 
federal grant with the 
required state match money. 
In addition, literacy pro- 
grams would have been ren-

On January 15, 1929, a won- 
derful man named Martin 
Luther king Jr. was born in 
Atlanta, Georgia. In 1944 
Martin Luther King Jr. entered 
More-House College, in Atlanta 
to study to be a minister. Then 
he went to Boston University to 
study more. There he met a 
woman named Coretta Scott 
who he later married in 1953. 
One year after that martin

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became the pastor of Dexter 
Avenue Baptist Church in 
M , Alabama. 

In 1955 Martin led one of the 
first bus boycotts in the United 


States. There were over a thou- 
sand people who joined in that 
bus boycott. One day when 
Martin was driving down the 
street, the cops pulled over. 
They said, “Get out of the car, 
Martin. You're under arrest for 
going 30 mph on a 25 mph 
speed zone.” Even though 
Martin knew they were wrong, 
he'listened and went to jail. 
Later an angry group of people 
surrounded that jail. The police 
let him go because they were 
afraid of getting hurt by the 
mob, One night while Martin 
was at church Coretta and a 
friend were at Martin’s House. 
While they were talking some- 
one drove by and threw a bomb 
on the porch. (Of course she 


did not know it was a bomb.) 


Coretta led herself and her 
friend out back just for safety. 
Just then she heard her porch 
blow up! That night all of 
Martin’s followers wanted to 


get back at the people who had 


bombed the house. Martin said, 
“No, we must not fight our 
brothers and sisters. We must 
never meet their hate with 
hate. We must meet their hate 
with love.” 

On August 28, 1963, over 
250,000 people, from more than 
800 cities marched from 
Birmingham, to Washington 
D.C. When they reached 
Washington, Martin Luther 
King Jr. gave a speech America 
will never forget. He said. “I 
have a dream that one day this 


hold hands with little white 
boys and little white girls as 
sisters and brothers.” In 1964 
Martin won the nobel Peace 
Prize. He was awarded a medal 
and $54,000. People around the

An improvement in a device 
in laser vision correction 
surgery promises to make the 
popular procedure even safer 
and more precise. Local eye 
surgeon Dr. Will Horsley says 
there are two pieces of highly 
sophisticated equipment used 
in LASIK surgery: an Excimer 
laser and a microkertome. 
“Although it’s the laser,” he 
says, “that has received most of 
the attention, the microker- 
atome is equally important in 
assuring good results from the 
procedure.”
